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South Hope) where dog licenses are on sale, for a license 
for each dog. No license shall be issued for any dog 
without the presentation of a valid certificate showing 
that such dog has been immunized against rabies. The 
rabies certificate must show the date of immunization 
has been within 730 days (2 years) preceding the date 
of application for the dog license. I urge all dog owners 
to purchase their dog licenses promptly. If you wish to 
purchase a dog license by mail, please send a check or 
money order and a valid rabies certificate to your Town 
Clerk and I will return your license and dog tag to you. 
Male and Spayed Female dog licenses are $2.00 each 
and females capable of bearing young are $6.00. If 
your dog taxes have to be collected by the Town Con- 
stable there is an additional $4.00 charge plus the dog 
tax for each dog.

REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board met eight times during the 1977 
calendar year. Due to the proximity of the Board mem- 
bers all regular meetings were held at the South Hope 
Grange Hall. Regular meetings are held at 7:30 P.M. in 
winter months and 7:00 P.M. in summer months the 
last Tuesday of each month providing there is business 
before the Board. Meetings are open to the public. 


During the year seven variances were applied for. 
Five were approved. One was disapproved. One was 
dismissed as unnecessary. Also, one land subdivision was 
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approved with a minor variance written into the appro- 
val which was not forseen by the applicant prior to 
presentation of the subdivision application. This variance 
was required because the frontage of one shorefront 
lot was a fraction short of the minimum requirement. 
All other variances concerned the location of proposed 
structures at less than required setback distances from 
shorefronts, neighboring boundaries, or center of roads. 
These variances were generally granted “owing to con- 
ditions peculiar to the property”. It may also be noted 
that all votes, for or against, were unanimous. 


It has been and will remain a policy of the Board 
to consider each variance or subdivision application 
strictly on its own merits without influence by prior 
decisions. We have also placed emphasis on being as 
flexible as possible without straying from the terms and 
intent of the Land Use Ordinance. 


As time progresses and greater pressures are ex- 
erted to develop our resources it is expected more 
citizens will be concerned with the proper use of land 
in our town. We therefore welcome any individuals 
who would like to participate in land use planning and 
decisions. Information regarding membership to the 
Planning Board may be obtained from your Selectmen.

Budget 


The school district budget request which was approved 
by district voters on June 138, 1977 reflected an increase 
of 4.36% over the 1976-77 budget. At the time this 
report is being completed, we have completed % of 
the district’s fiscal year with only one part of the budget 
showing potential underbudgeting - that being funding in 
the capital outlay and maintenance accounts to properly 
support our Energy Conservation projects. Energy con- 
servation will be commented upon in another section of 
this report. A new Federal law mandates that schools 
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as employers budget unemployment funds for employees 
who are potential users of such funds. This item will 
appear in your next budget as a new item and will cost 
approximately $3500 for the CSD. 


Transportation 


Again this year each of the contractors should be com- 
mended for the highly efficient and reliable services 
they are providing district students. Transportation is 
potentially one of the most difficult educational services 
to manage because of its many inherent problems. Our 
drivers travel over 100,000 miles each year transporting 
students to and from school under all kinds of road and 
weather conditions. A job well done. 


Buildings and Grounds 


A major energy conservation project has been under 
way in the CSD during the year funded by a $20,000 
Federal grant and $17,000 in locally budgeted money. 
Completed projects include major renovations to the 
Appleton School, a new exterior shell for the Hope 
School, insulation of all buildings and storm windows at 
the Lincolnville School. At the least, we expect to hold 
the line on energy cost because of this project but we 
really hope for savings in energy costs. 


In each of these buildings, storage areas have been de- 
veloped so that we now have excellent control over 
inventories. 


Three 10’ x 12’ storage buildings are presently being 
completed by the Region 8 Vocational School. One of 
these buildings will be placed at each school to store 
outside equipment and volatile materials. 


A new commercial type stove has been added to the 
Hope School for use in the hot lunch program. 
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Finally, acquisition of approximately one acre of land 
abutting the school property in Appleton will increase 
the school-owned play area there. 


Instruction 


Major curriculum development this year has been in the 
area of Social Studies. The current status of our pro- 
posed program has been the identification of priorities 
for instruction as follows: 


Physical, Political and Economic Geography of the 
State, Nation and World; 

U.S. History ; 

Maine Studies and Global Studies. 


We feel a real sense of accomplishment with our math- 
ematics and Language Arts programs which are 
designed to give considerable attention to traditional 
mathematics, writing and reading skills. 


The district is also giving considerable attention to pro- 
gramming for students who are behind grade level in 
skills development and for students with learning dis- 
abilities. Nancy Crawford is the district-wide coordinator 
of this program. Her training and expertise is designed 
to assist the special needs youngster. The district has 
employed (utilizing Title I and Title VI funds) two 
staff people in each school to assist Nancy with this 
program. 


The district has two new classroom teachers this year: 
Julia Pollard, 5th and 6th grade teacher at the Lincoln- 
ville School and Colleen Boyle, math and science teacher 
at the Appleton School. Julia is a graduate of Adelph 
University in New York State, a graduate student of the 
University of Maine at Portland-Gorham and a resident 
of Belfast. Colleen is a University of Maine graduate 
residing in Camden.
